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Decreased  appropriation  by  the  1933  General  Assembly  resulted  in 
reduced  personnel  in  the  Department  although  the  work  has  shown  a 
steady  increase  in  volume  for  the  twelve-month  period  ending  June  30, 
1934.  With  the  work  of  the  Department  increasing  with  the  return  of 
prosperity  sufficient  appropriation  must  be  made  by  the  1935  General 
Assembl}^  so  that  additional  employees  may  be  employed  if  the  duties 
of  the  Secretarj^  of  State,  all  of  which  are  specifically  authorized  by  law, 
are  to  be  carried  out. 

Chapter  483,  Public  Laws  of  1933,  requires  the  Secretary  of  State 
to  publish  reports  prepared  by  the  Commissioner  of  Banks  of  all  banks 
under  liquidation  in  North  Carohna.  These  reports  are  prepared  on 
January  the  first  and  July  the  first  of  each  year.  The  first  reports 
were  published  in  1933  by  funds  authorized  by  the  Governor  and  Coun- 
cil of  State  from  the  Contingency  and  Emergencj^  Fund.  The  reports 
prepared  as  of  Januarj'-  first  and  July  first  1934  cannot  be  published 
since  no  funds  for  this  purpose  are  available.  I  recommend  that  ap- 
propriation be  made  by  the  General  Assembly  for  publishing  these 
reports  or  the  Act  authorizing  their  publication  be  repealed. 

The  Secretary'  of  State's  warehouse  on  West  Lane  Street,  the  second 
floor  of  which  is  used  for  storing  the  Laws,  Codes,  Journals  and  Supreme 
Court  Reports  of  the  State,  is  in  need  of  immediate  repair.  The  floor 
of  this  building  has  sagged  badly  due  to  overloading  and  although  re- 
inforced in  recent  years  the  building  was  condemned  as  dangerous 
several  months  ago  by  the  State's  Fire  Marshall  who  made  an  investi- 
gation at  my  request.  I  strongly  recommend  that  provision  be  made 
elsewhere  for  the  supplies  of  the  Highway  and  Public  Works  Commis- 
sion now  stored  on  the  first  floor  of  this  iDuilding  and  both  floors  made 
available  for  the  law  books  and  Supreme  Court  Reports  in  the  custody 
of  the  Secretary'  of  State. 

Grateful  acknowledgment  is  made  of  the  valuable  support  and  as- 
sistance given  me  by  the  press  and  the  attorneys  of  this  State  all  of 
which  has  aided  in  the  efficiency  of  this  office.  I  desire  also  to  make 
due  acknowledgment  and  to  express  my  sincere  appreciation  and  grati- 
tude to  my  own  loyal  and  efficient  office  force  in  making  possible  the 
efficient  administration  of  the  duties  of  this  office.
